Noisy neighbour fined £860 after playing ‘thumping’ music at 1.30am 

BEAT THAT! 


A NOISY neighbour has been 
ordered to pay a fine and costs of 
nearly £860 after a Barking and 
Dagenham Council investigation. 

Noe Monteiro, of Cowbridge 
Lane, Barking, was brought before 
Barkingside Magistrates last Friday 
and pleaded guilty to playing 
‘thumping heavy bass music’ in the 
early hours of the morning. 

Councillor Laila Butt, cabinet 
member for enforcement and com¬ 
munity safety, said: “We will not 


tolerate selfish people who act in 
ways that are socially irresponsible 
and are determined to make their 
neighbours’ lives a misery. 

“I can assure residents that we 
will continue to fight for their right 
to live in peace and quiet.” 

Officers were twice called out to 
tell Monteiro to turn down the 
music within a 24-hour period in 
September last year. 

The Noise and Nuisance Team 
arrived at 1.30am and parked at the 


front of the building and heard 
around 50 people inside the flat 
‘shouting and screaming’, the court 
heard. A Noise Abatement Notice 
was served at 2am on Monteiro to 
stop the music with immediate 
effect. The noise was stopped on 
request. 

But at 3 am, only an hour later, due 
to further complaints the address 
was again revisited and loud intru¬ 
sive music was again thumping 
out of open windows at the flat, 


and audible from the car park. 

Monteiro was again spoken to 
and the music was stopped on 
request. He was advised that the 
Notice had now been breached and 
that he may face a prosecution. 

But at 11pm the same day, further 
complaints were received that loud 
music was once again being played 
at his flat. 

Finally, officers slapped a sum¬ 
mons on Monteiro forcing him to 
appear before magistrates.

£80k revamp grant 


WALTHAM Forest Council is revi¬ 
talising Chestnuts House in a multi¬ 
million pound project. 

The council are making the 
Georgian building in Walthamstow 
fit for public with £80k given by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Councillor Clare Coghill, cabinet 
member for economic growth and 


high streets, said the council wants 
to give something to children of the 
future by redeveloping the house. 

She said: “I’m absolutely thrilled 
that we have secured a grant from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund that will 
allow us to start work on bringing 
one of the borough’s finest heritage 
assets back into use. 


Chestnuts House is one of the best 
surviving and least altered examples 
of Georgian architecture in 
Waltham Forest, and we want to 
ensure that it is preserved for future 
generations to enjoy. I look forward 
to seeing how this exciting project 
develops.” 

The project, which seeks to make 


the Grade II listed attraction a 'his¬ 
torical and heritage asset', could 
result in a workspace for the bor¬ 
ough's growing creative industries. 

Councillors have assured residents 
that they are open to other sugges¬ 
tions. A total of £20k will also be 
donated to the project by the coun¬ 
cil.

A MAN has been charged in connection 
with the attempted murder of Qingqing 
Rao, 29, in Dagenham on February 13. 

Barry Peacham, 26, of no fixed abode in 
Dagenham, is charged with attempted 
murder in Castle Green, robbery of a 
woman in Castle Green on February 11 
and two counts of allegedly possessing a 
bladed article on February 11 and 13. 

He appeared at Barkingside Magistrates' 
Court on Saturday, February 25. 

Peacham was arrested on Thursday, 
February 23, and charged overnight from 
February 24 to 25. 

A 29-year-old woman was also arrested 
the same afternoon on suspicion of 
attempted murder and robbery. 

She was released on bail to return in later 
March pending further enquiries.

NHS Trust, said: “Families think they’re bril¬ 
liant. They use them to record what’s been hap¬ 
pening at home and some have even added news¬ 
paper cutouts and drawings from their children. 

“They help the families to see the progress 
made by the patient too. 

“We also sometimes write messages in the 
diaries to the patient, to give them information 
about the care they’ve received.”

A SINGER-SONGWRITER from Walthamstow 
secured a record deal from a music label follow¬ 
ing the success of his debut release.

Watford 1-1 West Ham United

A SECOND-HALF goal from 
West Ham United substitute Andre 
Ayew earned 10-man Hammers a 
point from a fiercely contested 
Premier League clash which saw 
Michail Antonio sent-off in the 
final stages. 

West Ham arrived in 
Hertfordshire knowing another two 
victories should be enough to secure 
their Premier League status. 

Nevertheless, boss Slaven Bilic 
again had to do without talismanic 
frontman Andy Carroll as his side 
went in search of their third away 
success on the bounce. 

Despite finding themselves in 
the lower half of the table, Watford, 
like the Hammers, were aware that 
a victory could go a long way to 
securing survival. The Hornets 
went into the game off the back of 
a 2-0 defeat at Manchester United 
and included one-time West Ham 
midfielder Mauro Zarate in their 
starting line-up. 

But there was to be an early shock 
for the visitors. Cheikhou Kouyate 
was clumsy on Zarata, and Hornets 
skipper Troy Deeney made no mis¬ 
take from the spot-kick inside the 
opening two minutes. 

Soon after the home side went 
close to doubling their advantage. 
M’Baye Niang was a whisker away 
with a thundering strike from dis¬ 
tance. 

Meanwhile, Miguel Britos 
hacked away after Antonio deliv¬ 
ered from the left as the Hammers 
finally offered a threat. 

The home side continued to ask 
the sterner questions. Tom Cleverley 
and Etienne Capoue were both off- 
target as the Hornets pressed. At the 
other end, a Robert Snodgrass drive 
was blocked after Sofiane Feghouli 
fashioned the opening. 



West Ham were beginning to 
find their feet with Antonio and 
Snodgrass causing the home side 
problems, the latter off-target as 
the visitors probed for a foothold. 

Lanzini fired an angled effort 
over, while Antonio was thwarted 
as West Ham pressed, albeit, with¬ 
out forcing Watford keeper 
Heurelho Gomes into making a 
save of any notable description. 

Shortly before the break, Gomes 
clawed away from the onrushing 
Snodgrass after Cresswell had dri¬ 
ven in from the flank. The half 
drew to its conclusion following a 
lengthy stoppage in which 
Watford’s Zarata was stretchered 
off after appearing to pick up a 
serious knee injury. 

The second period began at a 
frantic pace. West Ham were left 
fuming when Niang appeared to 
bundle over Kouyate. However, 
referee Craig Pawson waved away 
appeals for a spot-kick. 

But West Ham were now the 
more dominant. Gomes again 
denied Antonio after Lanzini had 


driven across goal, then the 
Brazilian stopper brilliantly saved 
from Jose Fonte after a Snodgrass 
flag-kick was knocked on. 

West Ham introduced Ayew in 
place of the ineffective Snodgrass. 
Meanwhile, Britos did just about 
enough to deny Antonio, just as the 
former Forest man looked set to 
knock home from close range. 

But with just under quarter of an 
hour remaining the Hammers drew 
level. Antonio burst clear before 
incredibly seeing his effort come 
back off both posts, but Ayew was 
on hand to steer into an unguarded 
net. It was no more than the 
Hammers deserved. 

In the final minutes, West Ham 
were reduced to 10 men when 
Antonio inexplicably handled. And 
in stoppage time the Hornets 
almost made their numerical 
advantage pay following a melee 
in the Hammers six-yard box. 

However, the Hammers held 
firm to earn a share of the spoils, 
moving them up to ninth spot in 
the Premier League table. 


After the game, Hammers boss 
Bilic said: “Eve got mixed emo¬ 
tions. I’m so pleased with the way 
we played, especially in the second 
half. 

“I’m not happy with the way we 
started, although we have to give 
them credit - it wasn’t just sloppy 
from us - it was a good move from 
Zarata and Deeney, a soft penalty 
but maybe it was a penalty. 

“We reacted well in the first half, 
but in the last third of the pitch, we 
weren’t lethal. We weren’t pene¬ 
trating enough.” 

Bilic continued: “We told them at 
half-time that we could raise the lev¬ 
els and play with more confidence. 
The second half was one of our best 
performances. We were so much bet¬ 
ter and deserved to win the game.” 

On the knee injury to former 
Hammer Zarate, Watford boss 
Walter Mazzarri said: “Probably 
tomorrow we will know. We hope 
it’s nothing too bad.” 

On their display, he added: “We 
are committing too many silly mis¬ 
takes, particularly in the second 
half. We cannot allow them to 
score from a counter attack, espe¬ 
cially when we are winning 1-0.” 

West Ham are next in Premier 
League action on Monday, March 
6 when Chelsea visit the London 
Stadium (7.45pm).
